He ^ may preach 
nnd explain, but tho piooplo must h*» 
nble to soarcli for tliomaelvea, "Ultl* 
matoly h'fe must loavo tho Blhlo In 
tho ionguago of tho pcoplo to wliona 
li'o has boon sent as tho foundation 
upon ..which his work muat rest, 
strongly convlucod of this, tho Bible 
Society, -working In Natal, Sovith Afri- 
ca, ,hogan tho traT:"3latlon of the New 
ToatniUGnt Into Zulu. It waa almost 
a tnek of doapalr. The mental capaci- 
ty of tho Zulus waa of tho lowest op 
dor, nnd Ihoy had jirnctlcnUy no ternfla 
to oxproHS spiritual truths. Thoro was 
no proper word for "Qod," and, of 
course, nono (or aueli abstract terois 
ns- "faith," "hoUnoaa," "worahlp," 
"conacJenco," "honoaty," etc. A* aplr- 
Itual vocabulary had'" to ho. created, 
and Qxlatlng words oppllod to material 
things had gradually to ho twisted 
around with an Ingenuity truly amaz- 
ing. But at laat the Zulus possessea 
a complete Zulu Blbleylii one volume, 
wWch was avallabto for tho mllUona 
of African savages who /ranged from 
the borders of Cai)o Colony on the 
south to tho Bhoroa of Lake Nyassa on 
the north,' and from tho Indian ocoori 
ou tho oust to the woatorn hordpra 
of the Transvaal, ii;:d Into nhodoata 
on the 'wost— Wiliiana George Fltz- 
Gerald lo tho Clrolo MagaElne.

STOCKHOLDERS MUST ACT 



Commonwealth Can Revoke Charter of 

Railroad, but Reiult Would Be 

That Innocent Purchaaers of 

Shares Would Suffer. 



SprlngQold. — Attorney General Stead, 
after a thorough InvcatlgHtlon of the 
"gold bricking" of purchasers of Chi- 
cago & Alton stock, has reached tho 
conclusion that E. H. Hnrrlman. George 
J. Gould, James Stlllman, and Morti- 
mer L. Schlff aro liable for damages 
for their manipulations, charitably 
called "financiering," of that railroad 
property. He intimates nlso that they 
aro criminally liable and asserts that 
tho charter of tho road can bo re- 
voked by tho state. His advice, how- 
ever, la that stockholders who hnvo 
been deceived Into buying stock on 
which no dividends can be made be 
cause of tho heavy debts contracted by 
the road bring suit for damages 
against Harriman and his nssoclatcs. 
Tho right of the state to act Is made 
clear, but BO also are the conaoquonces. 
As was pointed but when the state 
llrst took up an Investigation of Har- 
rlman'a manipulations of the road, Atr. 
Stead declares the state authorities 
face tho certainty of bringing disaster 
to the Innocent purchasers It an at- 
tempt bo' made to proceed civilly 
against the financiers. If the charter 
should, bo revoked tho stockholders 
also would suffer. Mr. Stead advises 
the purchasers themselves to Instltato 
action on tho ground that they have 
been defrauded. 



Work for Convlctt. 

As outlined by Tnisteo John H. 
Harrison of Da'nvlllo, th&. scheme for 
rebuilding tho state >|)caltetitlary, now 
at Jollet, Is- elaborate. It Is planned 
to secure a Site several miles away 
from the present location and to have 
tho convicts build a railroad between 
the two points. Then, In box cars 
properly barred and guarded, chain 
gangs might be conveyed to the new 
site, whore for a few years they might 
work quarrying stone for tho walls 
of tlie new bastilc, and later In build- 
ing the walls themselves. After a 
collbouse has been built on the new 
grounds It Is planned to employ the 
convicts In tearing down the present 
buildings and removing the stone and 
iron to tho now site to bo put togeth- 
er again. The work, it Is estimated, 
would take from ten to 12 years and 
would he done at a minimum cost to 
the state, and, furthermore, would 
solve temporarily the prison labor 
problem. 



"HIghwood'a DIvea Must Go. 

Tho notorious dives of HtRliwood are 
doomed In a report presented to tho 
hopse by Its special Committee which 
has mado an investigation, Tho High- 
wood resorts, tho report declares, have 
made Fort Sheridan In Ihooatlmntlon.

The report Informs tho Icglalatut'o that 
Brig, Oen, Carter aaserted tho govern- 
ment has dccldc<l to ccaso all further 
appropriations for tho upbuilding of 
Fort Sheridan until High wood's dive* 
keepers are driven out of their bual-, 
nesa of preying on tho Boldlcr& . i 

The committee rccomnicndn tho pas- 
sago of tho ApMadoc bill, which will 
throw a profa] billon zone of a mile and 
one-eighth around all government res- 
ervations In tho state, driving saloons 
out of a largo portion of North Chi- 
cago and wiping High wood's resorts 
absolutely out of existence. 



Action on State Merit Bill. 

Tho bill ot the civil Borvice commis- 
sion, amending tho stato civil service 
law to admit of a wider latitude In tho 
field of oxamlnallona, jirovldlng pro- 
motions In tho commisBlon, lind giv- 
ing the commission power of removal 
"whenever it will promote the cffl- 
clonoy of tho service,*' after serving 
notice and written specifications, was 
acted upon favorably by tho aonnto 
committee on civil service nnd report- 
ed Into that body by Chairman Mc- 
Konzie. Tho clause throwing open tho 
examination for certain ofllccs to all 
citizens of tho United States was 
stricken out and tho examinations 
limited to those living within the 
state. Tho paragraph requiring that 
applications for examinations bo mado 
under onth wna also stricken out. Tho 
salary of the chief examiner (Secre- 
tary Joseph Mason) Is fixed at |3,500. 



CARAVANS OF THE DESERT, 



Provlne Answers Phillips. 

In reply to the statement Issued by 
I. N. Phillips, reporter of the Illinois 
supreme court. In the Olficlal Report- 
er of March 20, 1&07, In which it set 
out objections to the publication of 
reports of the supreme court by the 
state. Representative Pravino, author 
of house bills 124 and 125, now In tho 
hands of tho senate committee on ap- 
propriations, has Issued a statement 
In which he answers the court report- 
er. Mr. Provino contends that In hla 
argument tho court reporter has re- 
sorted to misstatements of facts, and 
ho produces letters frora* various 
sources in support of this statemouL 



To Pass an Option Bill. 

The senate wilt pass a local option 
bill that will be satisfactory to the 
Antl-Saloon league forces and In a 
way clarify the atmosphere on this 
vexatious question. Tlie character of 
the bill contalna nn additional clause 
not noted, namely, a residence-dis- 
trict feature, similar to tho bill now 
pending In the upper branch on third 
reading and sponsored by Senator 
Brown, of Ravenawood, This stipu- 
lates that a majority petition of resi- 
dents in a certain prescribed territory 
against saloons shall be prima facie 
evidence that the mayor and city 
council shall not allow a saloon license 
to issue. The rest of the bill is tho 
anti-saloon measure as originally 
amended In tho house with the pre- 
cinct, ward and cofeatures eliminated. 

Plan to Remove Jollet Prison. 

A subcommittee of tho house organ- 
ization on penal and reformatory In- 
stitutions will visit the Jollet ponl- 
tentiory with a view of passing upon 
the feasibility ot removing It to anoth- 
er site and the erection ot now struc- 
tures. Sentiment in favor ot a new 
prison that will be sanitary and of 
modern architecture has grown here 
until it Is now predicted that the leg- 
islature will pass an appropriation 
suOiclently large to enable tho carry- 
ing out of this plan. 



Wlil Push Legislation. 

The assembly reconvened after a 
recess over tlie municipal election In 
Chicago, and is. ready for the real busl- 
ncss of the session. From now on un- 
til the end tho legislative wheel will 
grind rapidly. 

The election of Fred A. Busse aa 
Chicago's first four-year mayor assures 
the success of most of the Chicago leg- 
islation pending. There Is much work 
to be done and tho session may last 
six weeks more, or longer, but before 
adjournment It Is certain that Chicago 
will have a new charter' granting 
wider itowcrs and providing for vaster 
possibilities. 



Would Have Commission Elected, 

Election of members of the railroad 
and warehouse commission by popular 
vote. Instead ot being appointed 'by 
the governor. Is provided In a bill of- 
fered by Mr. Dunlap, of Champaign. 
A two-year term la fixed for the first 
election and thereafter the' three 
members ot tho board aro to bo elect- 
ed for four years. Mr. Dunlap offered 
a similar measuro last session, but 
did not press it because he said it 
might embarrass the .governor. Ho 
asaerts It cannot -be looked upon in 
this light now. 



Tribute to Justice Wilkin. 

Resolutions warmly eulogistic of the 
character and public service of tlio 
late Justice Wilkin of the stato su- 
premo court were Introduced In tl^e 
house by Representative Charles 
Allen, a life-long friend ot tho dead 
Justice, nnd adopted by tho house. 
The house as a further mark of re- 
spect, adjourned. Speaker Shurtleft 
appointed a committee consisting of 
four members to represent the house 
at the funeral of Justice WUkln at 
Danville. 



Chlperfield Bill Doomed. 

The Chlperfield convict labor bill Is 
la the hands of a aubcommlttco which 
Is expected to garroto it neatly and 
with expedition. The measure Is op- 
posed by the stato hoard ot prison In- 
dustries. 



Must Attend to Bustneta, 

Speaker Shurtleft served nolico 
that tho house must give attention to 
bualneas and hold regular sessions at 
least four days In tho week hereafter. 
Last. week tho speaker warned the 
members that real business would be 
on tho calendar. In splto ot tho warn- 
ing so many went home that there 
iwaa not a quorum Friday, The speak- 
er did not relish tho prospect, and his 
patience waa tried further by tho 
tendency of . the inembera who Uld 
stay to object to second reading and 
advancement ot bUla on the calendar.'

Two Street Car Bills Pais. 

Two fitrcet car bills passed the 
houae. One provides that street car 
men shall not bo compelled to work 
more than ten hours and that all their 
working time muat fall within 12 con- 
secutive hours, Tho other makea ot>- 
ligatory atcol fenders and air brakes 
on all cars, provides for vestibules 
and prohlblta' running boards on open 
cars and declares Intorurban street 
cars shall bo equipped with toilet 
rooms and tanks ol drinking water. 
This laat act is to go into effect Jan* 
uary 1, 1908, 



Reform Measure by McKenzle. 

A reform" measure introduced by 
Mr, McKenzle seeks tho creation of 
an oOlcIal whose duty It shall be to 
visit county almshouaca and jails. 
Tbo bill is backed by the state board 
ot charities and if enacted into law, 
would give a eyatem ot state Inapec- 
tlon which. It Is contended would have 
a moral effect not attained under the 
present plan ot local Inspection of 
almshouses and county Jails, Mr. Mc- 
Kenzle declares there is merit In the 
bill. ■'•: 

Would Amend Torrens Act. , - - 

Mr. Juul^ introduced a bllf amend- 
ing tho Torrens act, so as to make 
tho county. responalble for all acta of 
the registrar la connection with regis- 
tration of title. He QlBO prosontod a 
bin providing that all counties in the 
state may go In the abstract-making 
business. 



Recorder Davis* Plea Heard. 

Abel Davis, recorder of Cook county, 
appeared before tho house committee 
on Judicial department and' practice 
and laid before that body a bill pre- 
pared by himself and offorod as a Bub- 
stitute for house hilts 497 and 330, 
Tho coramlttco favored Mr. Davis' bllli 
and It wHl bo favorably foportod out 
to tbohauBO aa a'subatltuto. The bill 
provides that county^ recorders . may^ 
mako abstracts, and in. Cook county 
f 1,000,000 Indomnlty fund is provided 
for to insure the correctness . of Hj- 
a tracts. 



Gold Huntera and Consumptives Found 
Traveling Side by Side. 

Ever Journeying across thp desert 
Bands and climbing tho arid peaks and 
foothills ot tho far southwest are two 
cnrnvanB— ono seemingly rugged and 
healthy, though nflllctod with > die- 
oaao ca]]i3d goldomania, tho other ema- 
ciated by the great white plag\ie. 

Ono la scarcely more optlmlstla 
than the othqr: one procession seeks a 
glittortng''' fellow dust that moans 
rIohcB, the other a more precious thing 
— health. Though the trail may bo 
long and the water holes infrequent; 
though tho desert sun may be blister- 
ing and tho tongue swollen with thiret; 
though tho mountains may bo steep 
and the path strdwn with cacti, tlioro 
Is Uio glittering substance In tho sand 
a little farther on for the argonaut; a 
lease of life at the horizon, when the 
red desert sun announcca the dawn of 
aaother day, tor the white plague's 
vJKtlm. 

To many seeking their wonted vigor 
tho hope that ever carriea them on- 
ward is somctimca aa futile as the 
race after the will-o'-tho-wisp thntlurea 
tho argonaut 

Biit tho proceaalon moves on and 
on; the pilgrims can not leave the 
sands until tho mountain air and aun- 
sbloo havo hedled tho scars mado by 
death's chief ally. , 

Tbo main trail of the weak-lunged 
leads from Pecos to Yuma. For more 
than 1,000 mllea prospector and plague- 
ridden traverse Its tortuous course. 
In the caravan seeking gold nearly all 
are poor. In tho caravan exiled nnd 
fighting for health there are rich nnd 
poor, high nnd low, democratic and 
fraternal In their Ills and expectancy. 

To some tills hope Is aa uncertain of 
realization as the prospector's pot of 
gold at tho end ot tho rainbow. But 
many who have early Joined tho pil- 
grims, afteV yeara of travel by day un- 
der tho scorching sun and sleep by 
night In tho pure air of tbo mountain 
top, end their alloted exile and return 
to tho old homo 1,000 or more mllea 
distant 

But tho ranks are soon recruited. 
And some there aro who must travel 
along tho great highway until tho end. 

Oftentimes tho bones of prospector 
and plague-rlddon aro found bleaching 
in the canyon. The skeleton hand of 
ono la outatretcbcd up tho hillside, 
whoro others roach the goal— and 
gold; tho bony fingers ot the other 
point homo. 



Quick Thought Saved Ship. 

Tho Russian war frigate Olaf, prior 
to Uie outbreak of the war with Japan, 
which had accompanied the yacht of 
tho czarowltz to Copenhagen, was 
lying at anchor among hundreds of 
other ships In the harbor, when a fire 
was discovered In a coal cellar below, 
which was only a few feet from tho 
powder magazine. There was no time 
to put out the fire before it could roach 
tho magazine, and an explosion of the 
large stores of cartridges and gunpow- 
der contained in It probably would 
havo destroyed not only the Olaf and 
tho surrounding ships, but part ot 
Copenhagen Itself, 

Capt. Rehblndor, tlie commander of 
the Olaf, saw at once that the only 
thing to bo done to prevent a catas- 
trophe was to sink tho ship. After 
sending away tho crow, with the ship's 
papers, caah hoxea and most valuable 
instruments in boats, ho ordered tho 
carpeptera and engineers to make a 
leak in the vessel, and halt an hour 
afterward she sank In shallow water. 

Next day she was raised again and 
sent oft for repallrs. 

Tho court-martial- ua'anlmoualy ex- 
prcaaed the highest praise ot tho con- 
duct of the captain nnd hla [ subordi- 
nates.

JUSTICE J. W. WILKIN DEAD, 



Brlght'i Dlseaie Fatal to Illinois SU' 
preme Court Member. 

DnnTlUo,— Justice Jacob W. Wllkia 
ot tho llllnola supremo court died 
from acute BHght's dlsoaao after an 
illnesa of two weeks. 

Judge Wilkin waa born in Llcklnc 
county, Ohio, June 7, 1&37. His pnr> 
ontB moved to Crawford county, IIU- 
nols, when he was eight years ot age, 
nnd his boyhood days wore lipent on 
the farm. He was educated at Mo- 
Kondroe college. 

In Juno, 18G2, he enlisted In tho 
Ono Hundred and Thirtieth Itllnoift 
volunteer Infantry and aorved 
throughout the war. His devotion to 
the causo and personal bravery won 
for him tho rank ot major, which tlUe 
ho hold when muatored out ot tho 
service at Now Orleans In ISOG. Im- 
mediately after tho war young Wllktn 
studied law at Marshall. In tho ofilce 
of Judge Schofleld, afterward a Jua- 
tico of the supremo couri. IIo wa& 
a partner of the latter for five years 
and later served with him on the su- 
preme bench. 

Ho waa elected Judge of the fourth 
circuit In 1870, was reelected In 1885,^ 
and moved to Danville soon after- 
ward. Judge Wilkin was then as* 
signed to duty on the bench In tho 
appellate court ot tho fourth district, 
where he Bervcd until 1888, when ho 
waa elected to the supreme bench to 
succeed JusUco Scott. 

Judge Wilkin acrved aa chief Jus* 
tIco of the supreme court and wroto 
a few very profound decisions which 
aro known to the legal profession In 
thlB and other states. Ho was a Re-' 
publican nnd In 1872 was one ot tbo 
electors who voted for Gen. Grant

Secratary Loeb Declares Roosevett 
Learned of Scheme Before Din- 
ner of Conspirators.

Now OrleanB, . — Fully 35 doatha 
and more than twlco na many bo- 
Tare Injuries rosuUed from Frl- 
day'B tornado through Louisiana, Mia- 
Blaalppl and Alabama. Less tlmn half 
of thoBo killed -woro whlto poraona. 

Tho tornado moved from wcat to 
east, crOBslng tho eouthcni extroml* 
tloa of Louisiana and MlBslasIpiil and 
Btrlklng Into Alabama (or a aUott dta- 
tanco. Portions oCfour towns wore 
dovastated and dnmago probably ox- 
coedlng halt a million dollars waa 
J doDO, for In addition to tho places In 
which tho tornado manifested fatal 
rlolcnce, tho disturbance did general 
^amago to proporty, crops and tele- 
erraph wires throughout Its 300 mllo 
coarse. ' 

Tho tornado began at Alexandria. 
La., soon after one o'clock In the 
mornluB, Instantly hilling four per- 
sona there, probably fataly Injuring 
throo and aorloualy injuring 13 others. 
Soon after daylight It nearod tho Mia- 
Blsstppl river, Instantly kllllns flvo 
persons at Jackson, La., whllo at 
Bayou Sara, La., at least a dozen 
others aro reported killed. There, was 
one fatal injury at Jackson. The tor- 
nado next appeared at Carson, Mlsa.. 
^ where great property damage was 
done and the last heard of It was 
about noon near Sslnin, Ala,, where 
the Inhabitants saw whirling clouds 
rise into tho air aa they crossed tho 
river. One death, a negro, was report- 
ed near Selma, but not confirmed. 
Deatructlon at Alexandria. 

Alexandria, a town of about 16,000 
Inhabitants, bad o fearful experience. 
When tho tornado struck the electric 
UghtB weat out, the crackling of fall- 
ing buildings could bo heard above 
the nolso of the wind, and vlrlcl light- 
ning flashes showed such eights as an 
empty Iron Tilountaln pnijacoger train 
rolling over and over. Immediately 
after the wind spent Its violence a 
heav>' hail storm came on. 

Luckily, the main portion of Alex- 
andria escaped the worst of the tor- 
nado. which cut a patch through tho 
northern part of the town, a residence 
section. About a acoreof homes were 
completely wiped out. 50 were dam- 
aged and altogether about 100 build- 
logs woro seriously wrecked. Includ- 
ing soveral business houses. The 
Iron Mountain road lost its round- 
liouse. A freak of the wind drove a 
small section of a house Into one of 
' tho empty passenger coaches, -wcdg- 
Ing thesw twn bodies almost Inextrica- 
bly together. 

Asylum at Jackson Suffers. 

A remarkable report comes from 
tho state insane asylum at Jackson, 
La., which was partly wrecked. Near- 
ly all the patients were left without 
shelter, 20 of them being seriously in- 
jured. Soveral. cases of chronic hys- 
teria are rejiorted to have been 
shocked into what tho physicians de- 
clare may prove permanent recovery. 

Gov. Blanchard hag rushed tents 
and cots from the state military sup- 
plies for the temporary bouBlng of tho 
asylum inmates. Tho governor issued 
n statement that the damage to the 
asylum Is not above $100,000. 

At Bayou Sara several passengers 
on the steamer Detsy Ann, running 
to Natchez, had a thrilling escape. 
The Botsy Ann was reduced to al- 
most a total wreck, Whllo the break- 
ing timbers both from tho steamer 
and from the shore (lew through the 
air. the crew got all tho pasaengers 
safely aaboro. First Mate Abo Croth- 
era had an arm broken, and hardly 
a. member of the crew escaped with- 
out painful bruises. 

Carson U Hard Hit, 

At Carson, Miss., the next point the 
.tornado struck, the Mlsslsslpit! Cen- 
tral railroad depot was blown down, 
also a church, schoolhousc and two 
business buildings and several cabins. 
Here ^he tornado's path was but 200 
yards wide and the wind blew from 
the BO'uthenst. 

From Carsoa, the storm crossed tho 
state line into Alabama, whore It be- 
gan to lose much of its destructive 
power. 

Hudson River Boat Burns, 
Dobbs Ferry, N. Y. — The steanaer 
City of Troy of the Citizens' lino was 
burned to the water's edge here Fri- 
day night. All tho passengers, some 
65 In number, wore landed safely. 
The steamer was completely des- 
troyed, with Its cargo of freight and 
13 horacB, 



Philadelphia, — tTnltod States Sen- 
ator Penrose had this to say Fri- 
day about a published report that 
ho told nt a dinner In Washing- 
ton tho storj' of a "rich men's con- 
spiracy" to prevent tho selection of 
President Hoosevult's choice of asuc- 
coBBor to hlmaelf: "It Is absolutely 
an untruth. 1 have never said any 
such thing. It Is untrue. I have al> 
ways been a supporter of and believer 
In President Roosevelt's admlnlatra- 
Llon and all Its policies," 

Tho senator was uskcd: "Havo 
you ever hoard of a $E),000,000 fund 
to prevent President Roosevelt's nam- 
ing hla aucceasor?" 

"No, absolutctly not," was his re- 
ply. 

"Havo you over heard of the com- 
bination termed the 'rich men's con- 
spiracy' to thwart tho president In 
tho development of his policies?" 

"No, I have, never heard of any 
such combination and havo no knowl- 
edge of lu" 

"Did you attend -a dinner of such 
a character as was mentioned to-day 
In the :WaBhIngton dispatches?" 

"No, 1 never attended n dinner 
where such a subject was dlHCUssed. 
I could not have done bo, auwhow, for 
I havo JUBt returned from tho Indian 
crutso with Secretary Metcalf and 
Senator Pllnn of Cnlirornla. I ar- 
rived in Philadelphia Tuesday night 
after a moutlv'a trip. During that 
time 1 did not follow tho newspapers 
or keep in touch with affairs In the 
United States. 

Washington. — It was stated at 
tho Whllo House Friday that knowl- 
edge of tho "cabal" alleged to have 
been formed to defeat the policies of 
.Mr. Roosevelt came to tho notice of 
the president some time before the 
dinner at which the whole scheme 
was laid bare. 

Perslatent elforts were made at the 
Whlto House to obtain tho name of 
the porflon who Is said to he rcsponal- 
blo for giving away tho information of 
the combination, but Secretary Loeb 
declined to make this public. 
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Street Car Men Get Higher Pay. 

Columbus, O, — Tho Columbus Rail- 
way and X-lght company Thursday 
.voluntarily increased the wages of all 
conduotors and tnotornien, numherlag 
nearly COO, one-hdlt cont per hour. 

. Parle to Have BIq Strike. 
Paris. — ^At a meeting Sunday of a 
cdimmJttee of tho AUlod Provisions 
Trades unioh, comprlalng butchers, 
bakers, grocers, etc., It was decided to 
call a general strllce. It probably will 
begin April 11.

BIG RAIL STRIKE AVERTED, 



Managers and Trainmen at Chicago 
Reach Settlement. 

Chicago, — It was announced at 2:25 
Thursday afternoon that the general 
managers of the -13 western railways 
and the committee of the union con- 
ductors and trainmen had reached a 
aettlement at 1:30 p. m„ and all dan- 
ger of a strike, which for soveral 
weeks has threatened to tie up trat- 
llc In the west, had been averted. 

The proposition on which tho set- 
tlement was arranged was put forward 
by Commissioners Knnpp and Nelll, 
President Hooscvelfs representatives 
In Chicago. The managers made a 
slight additional concession In tho 
passenger service over their recent 
olfer to the men and gained a ten-hour 
working day In the work-train service, 
Tt\e announcement has been mado 
tbat the same conditions will apply 
on a settlement of the controversy be- 
tween the managers and the locomo- 
tive firemen. 



MEXICAN EDITOR JAILED. 



Said Creel Was Not Eligible as Gov- 
ernor of Chihuahua. 

El Paso, Tex. — Because he had been 
urging that Enrltjue C, Creel, ombas- 
sador of Mexico to the United States, 
could not be elected the constitutional 
governor of the state of Chihuahua, 
Sllveslre Terrazoa, editor of El Correo, 
a dully newspaper of high standing 
published In the city of Chihuahua, Is 
In Jail, 

The arrest has caused a profound 
sensation throughout northern Mexi- 
co, and Is being used not without ef- 
fect by the agitators against tho Diaz 
government, the so-called "revolution- 
ists,** on both sides of the bor- 
der.

PENNSYLVANIA ROAD OFFIClAUa 
OFFER BIG REWARD, 



Thoroughly Roused by. Third Attempt 
to Derail Faet Trains — Many Offi- 
cers AfterMlscrcants. 



Pittsburg, Pa, — A statement Is- 
sued Sunday night from tho head- 
quarters of the Pennsylvania lines 
west aaya that company la making 
every effort to capture the person or 
porsons who attempted to wreck train 
No. 322 on the Cleveland & Pittsburg 
division near Hudson, 0„ Saturday 
night and for wboao. arrest a reward 
of $2,500 has been offered, with an 
additional |2,I>0D If they aro taken 
within tho next 24 Kours. 

The sheriffs of Summit, Portage and 
Cuyahoga counllea, with their depu- 
ties and tho chief of police of Clove- 
land, are oxortlng cveiT' edort to find 
some trace of tho wreckers. No ar- 
rests havo been mode. 

Whllo the search is In progress of- 
ficials of the railroad have been mak- 
ing a rigid Investigation Into the do- 
rallnient. Sunday a test was made to 
discover how long It would tako a man 
fauilHai:' wlU\ track ■\vork to arrange 
tho raits so as to throw, a train off 
the track. Tho conditions under 
which the wrecker or wreckers worked 
were duplicated as nearly as possible 
and tho tost showed that one man, 
working rapidly, could draw the 
spikes, remove the fish plates and 
bond the rail Inward, securing It in 
that position. In about flvo minutes. 
Tho test was made In daylight, how- 
ever, and tho Investigation shows 
that the wreckers worked in the dark, 
so that It would probably have taken 
a longer time to complcto tho task. 

Ofllclals of tho Pennsylvania rail- 
road are thoroughly aroused at the 
third attempt to wreck fast trains aad 
stated Sunday night that absolutely 
everything that money could accom- 
plish was being done to effect tho cap- 
ture and punishment of tho wreckers. 



DENIES KILLING MRS. GENTRY. 



Constantine Says Sh? Committed Sui- 
cide with His Razor. 

New York. — Tho man arrested 
In Brooklyn on suspicion that ho 
murdered Mrs. Gentry of Chicago 
made a statement to tho police 
Thursday, In which he said that he 
Is Constantino, tho man for whom the 
Chicago police havo been searching. 
Ho said ho did not* kill Mrs, Gentry, 
hut that she committed suicide In bis 
presence. He said he was willing to 
lelurn to Chicago and explain to the 
police there. 

Constantino said that Mrs. Gentry 
killed herself with his razor, it was 
a whito-handled razor, and how she 
got possession of It, ho did not know. 
After he left the bouee, ConstanUne 
said, bo pawned a diamond ring, re- 
ceiving, ho thinks, $80, and pawned a 
watch and chain and fob for $4S, He 
took the 1:45 p, m. train for New 
York. Ho has been In Italy and South 
America since. then.

The desired motbod of troatlng a 
bedroom wall la to tint It for tho ala; 
bnallned wall is a perfect wall. It 
never Hakes off, chlpa or peela. It ab- 
sorbs moisture and expels It, It opona 
tho pores of tho plaster and makes a 
room llvablo and broathablo, 

Tho floor in tho bedroom should 
have light, cicnnnblo, dainty ruga that 
can bo easily shaken and a floor that 
is thoroughly, oiled or vamlshed, that 
win not absorb moisture. The cracks 
in tho floor ahould bo thoroughly filled 
and covered. Woodwork In tho bod-i 
room should be attended to carefully, 
window Bills should bo thoroughly va^ 
nlfihcd or waxed, and the window cas- 
ings kept In perfect ordor. The doors 
should bo wiped off frefiuontly as also 
should bo all tbo standing woodwork 
]Q tho bedroom, as tlie presonco of 
dust on woodwork la a monnco to 
health as well as an evidence of poor 
housekeeping.

District Attorney Joromo will make 
tho closing address of tho trial on 
Wednesday, nnd Thaw's fnto should 
be In tho hands of tho Jury by 
Wednesday evening. 

Declaring ho would not haso his 
pica upon tho "unwritten law," bo- 
CQUso hts cllci\t found nmplo protcc* 
Uon In tho written Btatutes of tho 
state of Now York, Mr. Dclmas nindo 
a strlldng appeal to tho sympnthlcs ol 
thojurors, nndaofnr as he progrcsaed 
•Monday tho subject of Thaw's Insan* 
Ity at the timo ho committed tho 
homlcldo was not oven hinted nt: 

Mr. Dolmna based his nrgumonC 
solely upon tho story of Evelyn Ncs* 
bit Thaw. With fluahed^choeks, hut 
dry oycs. that young woman heard 
hor Ilfo history ropcated to tho mon 
who are to Judge hor husband, and 
bowed hor head as her mother was 
denounced la tho blltorcat terms and 
tones tho oloquont lawyer could com- 
• mand. 

Mr. Dolmas, before bcglanlng hia 
attack tipon Evolyn Thaw's mother, 
pourod out a torrent of denunciation 
upon tho architect who become tho 
victim of Thaw's platol. Ho occused 
him of tho "crime of rape," and then 
declared that Prcaidont Roosevelt hod 
said la n message to congress that 
such a crime should bo vlBltod with 
death. This was one of tjjie sugges- 
tlons which Thaw himself mode to his 
counsel for his summing up speech. 

Mr. Dolmaa declared that Qod 
heard tho cry of tho fated child upon 
whom Stanford Whlto had Ilxcd his 
gnzo and had determined ahould bo 
' his. Ho quoted from Scripture that 
"ho who nfnicts n fnthorJosB child 
shall perish," and declared that ProvI< 
denco had sent Thaw to avenge tho 
wrong.
